“M any vocational 
skills require 
sharp people,** 
said Rinehart. “Some of them 
call for a higher IQ th an the 
academic courses.’

R inehart said “Supt. Edwin

I 
certainly 
agree w ith him and hope that 
schools w ill take the suggestions 
to heart and begin to finance 
program s of education leading 
directly to em ploym ent to a 
much greater extent. 


“As he pointed out, schools 
somehow find it possible to pay 
for 
athletic 
activities, 
when 
they have not been able ade­ 
quately 
to support technical 
education. 


“ It is true that many of the 
com m unities find it difficult to 
support a comprehensive pro­ 
gram of education. However, lo­ 
cal values are involved to a 
greater extent than finances. 
These values m ust be d eter­ 
mined by the local board of 
education and the decision must 
be made at that level, if we are 
to have continued success in 
our system of public education.

Specialization Urged 


“All this helps to identify the 
m ajor problem here in the Up­ 
per Peninsula — an insufti- 
cicnt num ber of students. It 
would seem to be impossible to 
set up an approvable program 
for fewer than 20 students — 
possibly 10 11th graders and 
10 12th graders. 


“It would seem inappropriate 
to combine students in vocation­ 
al classes unless they were in 
closely related occupations. 


“A hazard is that a school 
having three good vocational 
programs, for exam ple, might 
be tempted to add unqualified 
students, it is not the purpose 
of vocational education to pro­ 
vide a home for the low I.Q. 
student, or a refuge for the 
lazy. 


“A suggested task for the U.P. 
schools is the offering of as 
many quality vocational pro­ 
grams as can be handled and 
tiien to offer a well-planned 
program of general education 
' for those students whose de- 
‘ sires and attitudes do not cor- 
le.spond to the available pro- 
! grams. 


“One of the large employers 
of the U.P., the paper mills, 


j would be better sei ved by a 
I program of general education, 
because tiie skills necessary in 
paper making are not teachable; 
a sense of feel is necessaiy and 
this can only be developed by 
sufficient experience on the job. 


“ I concur that much more 
I money should be spent on vo- 
i cational education and add the 
caution that schools should not 
attem pt to offer over-general 
vocational program s.”

Special Forces detachm ent at 
Da Nang. Lt. Col. Kenneth B. 
Lacey, pronounced the doom of 
the garrison which is in thé for­ 
ested hills near the Laotian bor­ 
der. “We closed Ashua at 5:45 
p.m. this evening.’’ he said. 


Casualties 
among 
both 
the 
Americans and Montagnard de­ 
fenders weie heavy. But Col. 
William 
McKean, 
commander 
of Speci'ail Foi ces in the area 1)60 
miles north of Saigon said his 
men “ fought every inch of the 
way” and he thought the Com­ 
munist toll was also high. 


The Cummunists took the tri­ 
angular-shaped fortress after it 
had been pounded into ruins and 
flames by Red attack and U.S. - 
planes trying to drive them off. |

The federally sponsored project will enroll the 
governors and their appointees fi-om Michigan. Wis­ 
consin and Minnesota in a commission that will make 
an economic development plan for the three-state area 
for the next 5 or 10 years. The federal government, 
through the CommeiTe Department, will deal itself a 
big hand in the project, of course, and hold veto powers. 
And if the familiar pattern of federal aid prevails, we 
can exT>ect federal jobs to grow up like radishes. 


“We wonder,” says the News editorially “what sort 
of permanent economic progress can l>e exoected with­ 
out more emphasis on private industry. While govern- 
men aid can attract some industry, sustained economic 
gi'owth i*e<iuires something more. The area must revital­ 
ize the markets for its resoui'ces—and find new ones. 
This is the task of îndustrv. not irovernment.

“W-e wonder, too, what has happened to the plann­ 
ing which has already been undertaken by the various 
private groups interested in the i^gion? One such or­ 
ganization operating in Michiean. Operation Action- 
U.P., has been working since 1963 and has made notable 
progress in defining both economic problems and poten­ 
tials. Why is there need for duplication of effort and the 
delay which inevitably results? 


“We also wonder at the timing of the program, wit1\ 
its avowed puipo^^ 
aiding a ‘depressed area.* Certain­ 
ly today the economic difficulties of the region are less 
serious than in the oast. 


“Tn Michigan’s Upper Peninsula, for example, econ­ 
omic prospects are very encouraging. U.P. mining firms 
face favorable markets, and neither research nor financ­ 
ing problems require outside assistance.

‘‘Increased leisure for most Americans and the re­ 
sulting travel boom means higher income and employ­ 
ment levels in the U.P. tourist and recreation areas. 


“Population has leveled off and is self-supporting. 
Unemployment, while still characteristically seasonal, is 
not unmanageable . . . and the peonie have a new opti­ 
mism and have begun to seek industry more aggres­ 
sively. 


“So we wonder what the Upper Great I^kes De­ 
velopment Commission will really mean to Michigan. Tt 
shows little promise of living up to expectations and 
may be merely one more costly measure in a widening 
stream of hasty and ill-conceived goveniment pro­ 
grams.” 


The News is properly concerned, but if the Lake 
States go for a nut-loose program tliey deserve federal 
takeover. Governor Romney isn't going to accept any 
such program.

We share the view that the economy of the area can 
be best helped by private industry, but tliere are some 
things that cooperation between the states and assist­ 
ance from the federal government can do for the region. 


If the federal government were to restore the Great 
Lakes fishery, a criminal loss of enormous proportions, 
it would restore a great industry to the Lake States, 
fish pix)duction, and give it a great new dimension—re­ 
creational fishing. 


If the region were to be served by the interstate 
Highway System (scenic section) it would be greatly 
benefitted.

Like angina 
pectoris this IS a painlui con­ 
dition caused by obstruction of 
an artery, in this case an artery

struction may be caused by a 
ck>t formation a t by hardening 
of the artery and the deposit of 
fit tod calcium in the arterial 
wall. 


A peraon with this disease us­ 
ually complains of abdominal 
pain and tenderness that comes 
on a few minutes after eating. 
Hie larger the meal, the more 
aevere the pain. Because the 
victim avoids eating, there is 
a progressive loss of weight. 
Bk>atinf, nausea and constipa­ 
tion may also be pre.sent. 


The diagnosis is made by in­ 
troducing a radiopaque dye into 
the arterial lystem and getting 
X«ray pictures. Since this is not 
a .^imr^e procedure it is re* 
lierved for selected cases based 
on a careful evaluation of symp­ 
toms, physical examination and 
laboratory findings.

Budget Procedure 


The governor used to intro­ 
duce the budget to set the Ume 
for the 
Legislature’s 
session 
and the new Constitution form ­ 
alized this process. The new 
Democratic Legislature put the 
governor’s budget in the w aste 
basket and introduced its own. 
This is an evidence of the new 
assertiveness of the Legislature 
and it is much more than an 
exercise of its oats by the new 
Democratic majority. 


A nother evidence of the new 
esteem in w hich the Legislature 
holds itself is its lack of apolo­ 
gy or hesitancy about jacking 
up its own pay. At $10.000 a 
year base pay, plus expenses, 
the Michigan L/egislature is the

M ajority Leader Bob Thaxler, 
(D-Bay City) says legislators 
are already full-tim e w orkers 
because of growing legislative 
labors. 


Parties Divided 


House M inority Leader Rob­ 
ert W aldron (R-Grosse Pointe) 
say's there isn’t e n o u ^ work 
for a full-tim e Legislature and 
that the essence of self-govern­ 
ment is citizen-govem m ent by 
non-professionals. But all the 
Republicans don’t 
agree with 
W aldron. Rep. Joseph Swallow 
of Alpena says the Republicans 
siiould be for a full-tim e legis­ 
lature. 


This change in the Legisla­ 
ture was overdue, but it still 
could not have 
been 
imple­ 
m ented as effectivel:' as It has 
been without the creation of tlie 
Legislative Service Bureau, run 
by a 14

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
new coinmissioiier of fo(xl and 
drugs is a man of action — "I 
li'lte to see things get done” — 
and he is showing it in li’ving to 
clean up durinp; his first 90 days 
in office all pending drug cases 
that are ready for decision. 


Dr, Jam es L. Goddard took 
his oatli as commissioner Jan. 
18. 


With a sini!e. he says he in­ 
herited a lot of long-standing 
drug cases which have been re­ 
ferred to as “ the dead cats in 
the closet.”

and

A sjwke.'iman said the four 
oi*ders added up to one of the 
most sweeping drug I'emovals 
the agency ever has ordered. 


Ask(Ki about his philosophy in

said in an intei'vicw: 


Remove Antlbiiiticii

Joe Doe As Well 
As Finance Pros

NEW YORK 'A P ' - The ris­ 
ing cost of living — and of doing 
business 
- 
has 
A m ericans 
w ondering if they’re in for an ­ 
other round of inflation. Or. as 
rio st probably would phrase it, 
if tom orrow 's jiaycheck w'ill buy 
even less than today’s. 


As governm ent officials and 
businessm en 
debate the 
com ­ 
plex problem of inflation and 
w hat to do about it. here arc 
som e sim plified answ ers to the 
questions m any people are ask­ 
ing today: 


Q — VVhat IS inflation’.’ 
A — To m ost people inflation 
is a persistent and substantial 
increase in the general level of 
prices. 
But 
m any 
econom ists 
call this the end product of in­ 
flation, not inflation itself. They 
define inflation as the result of 
m onetary 
policy; 
“too 
m any 
dollars chasing too few goods.” 
Q •— Do we have “ too m any 
dollars” today? 


A — B ankers cite the unusual 
rise in the supply of money and 
credit since la st sum m er and 
say th a t this has given business­ 
m en and consum ers the w here­ 
withal to bid up prices of goods. 
G overnm ent 
officials 
contend 
the money increase w as needed 
to feed the econom ic 
growth 
which cut the jobless ra te to 3.7 
per cent for the first tim e in 
nine years. 


Rise Speeded 
Q — How do you teU inflation 
from the price increases w e’ve 
been having rig h t along? 


A — By how m uch and how 
fast prices rise. The cost of liv­ 
ing for several years rose at 
atx)ut 1.2 per cent a y ear and 
w as called noninflationary. But 
in 1965 the ra te jum ped to 2 per 
ceni. 
B ankers call this 2 per 
cent rise inflationary. W ashing­ 
ton 
officials 
say 
3 
per 
cent 
would be the danger point and 
that what w e’ve been having is 
“ econom ic grow th’* rath er than 
“ inflation.” 


Q — Would 3 i>er cent be a big 
Jum p, historically? 


A — No. T he last tim e we had 
w hat everyone agreed was in­ 
flation was in the K orean W ar 
period. Betw een Ju n e IWO and 
M arch 1951 th e consum er p rice 
index rose by an av erag e of 0.8 
p er cent a m onth. M ore im por­ 
tant to the econom y, w holesale 


prices rose an average of 18 
per cent a month. 


Hits Fixed Incom e 
Q — How is the wholesale 
price index behaving now ’ 


A — After several years of 
¡being practically stationary, the 
index has jum ped 4.6 per cent 
since June 1964. And the rise in 
recent 
months 
has 
been 
the ^ 
steepest. 
I 


Q — Who are the first victim s 
of inflation? 
■ 


A — Those who live on fixed i 
incomes. These include the e ld -' 
ierly and retired. T heir pensions 
ior Social Security checks buy 
less of w hat they need, and they 
can’t hope for a pay increase to 
offset this. All savers are hurt, 
w hether it be those who put 


i m oney in banks, in insurance, 
lor in bonds. When they use the 
, savings, inflation has cut their 
m ark et value just as if part of 
jthe savings had been stolen out- 
I right. 


Q — Why do som e enjoy infla­ 
tion in its early stages? 


A — Rising prices can bring 
rising w ages, o r capital gains on 
such things as com m on stocks, 
real estate and a rt objects. F or 
a tim e inflation heats up the 
econom y, m akes m ore jobs for 
those producing m ore goods to 
be sold at the higher price. 
Business 
looks 
better, 
profits 
a re higher — if worth less when 
spent. Then the bubble bursts 
and m ost folk discover th ey ’re 
w orse off than before.
